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Elba City Council members hear updates from 
department heads during Jan. 14th meeting

The Elba City Council 
meeting Monday, Jan. 14, 
sparked no uproars. Mayor 
Mickey Murdock was out 
of town and Mayor Pro 


Tem Jane Brunson 
presided. 
Police Chief Leslie 


Hussey addressed the city 
council with an update on 
the police department 
activity since the last meet- 
ing. He said there was noth- 
ing major to report. 

Then, Hussey gave high- 
lights of a December 23rd 
incident of dragging a per- 
son out of a car but the 
driver fought back and the 
attackers fled, running 
down the road only to 
break into an house and 
threaten that family. They 
also successfully fought 
back. Police arrested two 
individuals in these inci- 
dents and confiscated two 
loaded guns. 

Another incident hap- 
pened with a stolen vehicle, 
taken from the Elba City 
Schools. The incident was 
first discovered by 
Enterprise Police, and the 
effort to arrest the suspects 
later included both deputy 
sheriffs and Elba Police. 

The people in the truck 
finally drove into a ditch, 
jumped from the vehicle 
and ran. ‘They were still at 
large at that time. 

Hussey said two officers 
had resigned and taken 


positions with the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s 
Department. He added that 
two recent hired officers 
would be going to the 
police academy this month. 

The department has four 
vacancies at this time, 
according to the police 
chief. 

Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Booth reported that the 
Street Department was 
working on replacing a 
drain pipe from the area of 
Cook Chevrolet to the 
levee. 

Brunson reviewed the 
city’s financials with the 
council members. 

Monthly bills totaling 
$175,034.19 were 
approved for payment. 
Some of the larger outlays 
included $13,514.54 to the 
Retirement Systems of 
Alabama for covered city 
employees; $27,047.61 to 
Regions Bank on a bond 
payment; $57,531.50 for 
Municipal Workers insur- 
ance (semi-annual pay- 
ment); $8,125.00 to 
Brunson Wilkerson 
accountants as a partial 
payment for audit services; 
and $6,281.70 for gas and 
oil purchases. 

The council gave formal 
approval to a resolution 
accepting a park improve- 
ment grant from the State 
of Alabama for Hawkins 
Williams Park, located on 
Champ McCullough Drive, 
in the amount of $159,850. 


This grant will be matched 
with City funds. 

This project will pur- 
chase new playground 
equipment, improve the 
softball fields, construct 
new handicapped accessi- 
ble sidewalks, improve 
restrooms, improve conces- 
sion stands, improve press 
box and purchase a new 
sign at the park entrance. 

Code Enforcement 
Officer William 
Worthington updated the 
council on his progress 
with removal of decaying 
buildings within the city. 
He showed several before 
and after pictures of now 
completed projects. 

Worthington also noted

The program will be a 
complementary addition to 
the seven existing credit 
Health Science _ pro- 
grams. The program is 
made possible, in part, 
through a_ grant by 
Wiregrass Foundation, with 
support from Flowers 
Hospital and Southeast 
Health. The move to create 
the program was a coordi- 
nated effort among this 
cohort to develop a Surgical 
Technology program 
instructed by an accredited 
institution in the area. 

The Alabama 
Community College 
System Board of Trustees 
and ACHE, The Alabama 
Commission on Higher 
Education, recently 
approved the new program, 
and the College is moving 
through the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Schools Commission on 


Colleges (SACSCOC) 
accreditation process. 
“Wallace Community 


College is deeply grateful to 
the Wiregrass Foundation 
for their commitment to 
expanding programs for the 
area workforce,” said Dr. 
Linda Young, Wallace 
Community College presi- 
dent, “This program was a 
need for Flowers Hospital 
and Southeast Health and 
we appreciate their partner- 
ship in bringing this next- 
level education to our med- 
ical community.” 

The Surgical Technology 
Program will be a welcome 
addition to the 100,000 sq.

WCCD designed the 
three-story structure to 
accommodate expansion of 
the College’s healthcare 
offerings. Two renovated 
rooms on the first floor will 
function as simulated surgi- 
cal suites.

ond and third floors. 
Surgical Technologists 
are an integral part of the 
surgical team. They prepare 
rooms for surgery, sterilize 
equipment, make sure there 
are adequate supplies for 
the procedure, ready 
patients, count supplies, and 
maintain a sterile environ- 
ment.

PASTOR’S CORNER 
Dwight Johnson 


LEAD PASTOR 
ELBA FIRST ASSEMBLY OF GOD 


January 18 was my dad’s birthday. He passed away 
in 1985, at the age of sixty two. Until my early twen- 
ties, I thought that I was Dwight Lyman Johnson Jr., 
but discovered that technically, I was not. When my 
dad was born, his mom named him after the great 
evangelist Dwight L. Moody. Trouble was, she didn’t 
know what the “‘L” stood for, and it wasn’t like they 
had Google in 1923! So, dad legally had a middle ini- 
tial, but no middle name. By the time I came along, 
my parents had figured it all out (though they still 
didn’t have Google), and I was given a middle name 
instead of an initial. 

So, to honor my wonderful father, I’ll describe him 
with words that begin with “L”, and give scriptural 
applications. 

First, “Labor”. My grandfather (whom I never 
knew) was a sharecropper. He made my dad quit 
school in the eighth grade, to help work the fields. 
This wasn’t good for dad’s future employment oppor- 
tunities, but it did teach him a great work ethic. He 
spent the rest of his life as a laborer. There were many 
things that he could not do, but he sure knew how to 
work! Hebrews 4:9 tells us that, “There remains a rest 
for the people of God.” Verse 11 admonishes us to 
“labor to enter into that rest.” If we want to rest, we 
have to get the work done (labor) first. Heaven will 
be -well worth whatever spiritual and emotional 
required on earth! 

- Second, “Laughter”. Although my dad had a tough 
upbringing, he loved to laugh, and make others laugh. 
Among my cousins, he is still known as the fun uncle, 
the one with the great sense of humor. I can still hear 
him saying “People have more fun than anybody”, 
and “There are more Johnsons in the world than there 
are people”. When the long awaited baby Isaac was 
born, “...Sarah declared, ‘God has brought me laugh- 
ter. All who hear about this will laugh with me’” 
(Genesis 21:6). The name Isaac even means “he 
laughs”. Just like Sarah, you may feel that it’s too late 
for laughter. But, it’s not. God will restore your 
laughter. Talk to him, listen to him, read and obey his 
word, and laughter will return. 

Third, “Love”. My dad told me once that although 
he knew his father loved him, he never told him. So, 
he made sure that he not only showed love to his fam- 
ily, but verbalized it daily. Dad didn’t love me only 
when I was good. He even loved me when I wrecked 
his car (twice!). He was disappointed, but he still 
loved me. Our Heavenly Father loves us more than 
we can imagine. He made his love for us public by 
sending Jesus to die on a cross for us. Because He 
loves us so, we should love Him, and live lives that 
make Him proud. 

So, today my dad’s middle initial will stand for 
“labor, love, and laughter.” Sounds good to me. Since 
I’m Dwight’Junior'(sott of), Tneed to live that out, 
also. Will you join me?
